Rosika Schwimmer, a vice-pres 
dent of the Women’s international 
League for Peace and Freedom 
said Wednesday that she is working

TODAY, Mme. Schwimmer work 
in her book4ined library overlook 
ng New York's Hudson River 
Drive where she still seeks to fur 
ther the cause of permanent peace 
by working for world federal gov 
ernment with the same vigor’ that 
he displayed in 1915. That year 
on the way to The Hague, she ob 
tained the signatures of 24,151 
Swedish women and 24,000 Nor 
wegian women on documents en 
dorsing her program
